e. The Department of Labor was provided 
statistical reports for calendar year 1980, sub- 
mitted in compliance with reporting requirements 
of the Occupational Safety and Health Act. The 
total number of injuries/illnesses submitted was 
284 (132 lost workday and 152 nonfatal). For 
comparison, there were 304 injuries/illnesses (140 
lost workday and 157 nonfatal) during calendar - 
year 1979.
